Appearing bcfoie the .senate sub-com- 
mittee investigating: the awaids. Mr. 
Daniels reaffirmed the views which led 
him to alter some of the recommenda- 
tions for decorations, supporting his 
contentions 
with a 
long, 
rarefully 


prepared 
statement going into the 


medal situation in detail. 


Other charges made 
by 
Admiral 


Sims as to the preparedness of the 
navy at the start of the war and the 
degree of co-operation with Allied ad- 
miralties were not taken up directly, 
Mr. Daniels confirming his testimony 
wholly to the medal controversy. 'When 
the secretary concluded, 
Chairman 


Hale, of the sub-committee, adjourned 
the hearing until Friday to permit 
committee members to study Mr. Dan- 
iels' statement. 


Daniels Shows Considerable Feeling. 


The navy secretary at several points 


in the two and a halt hours' reading 
of his prepared statement showed con- 
siderable feeling, particularly when 
he countered the statement of Admiral 
Sim« that the American navy "did no 
fighting during the war." 
In this con- 


nection, Mr. Daniels, vigorously pound- 
ing the table, told the committee that 
it was well that Admiral Sims had not 
made such an assertion to the men 
operating American vessels in the war 
zone, for if he had "he would have 
had a revolt in his own command." 


At another point, the secretary de- 


parted from his written statement to 
declare that Admiral Sims as a result 
of personal differences with Admiral 
Htnry B. Wilson, former commander 
of th» American naval forcea oft the 
French coast, had omitted Wilson's 
name from the list ot officer* recom- 
mended for Distinguished Service med- 
als. 


The secretary's testimony for the 


most part, however, was confined to 
the prepared statement, in which he 
took up point by point statements be- 
fore the sub-committee by Admiral 
Sims «nd dwelt at considerable length 
on the two major disagreements voiced 
by the admiral, namely, the- awarding 
of decorations to officers who lost their 
ships through submarine attacks Or by 
mines, and the relative importance of 
shore and sea duty. 


On the controverted point of impor- 


tance- of. sea service as compared to 
service ashore, Mr. Daniels said he had 
not, and would never, "approve a dis- 
parity between awards given men who 
served on shore as compared with the 
men who went to sea."

The biggest chapter 
was written under the captioVi of "ex- 
travagance," with waste, inefficiency 
and irregularities placed next in that 
order in the wholesale indictments 
that included hundreds of names. 


Touching the broad Question of ex- 


travagance. Colonel Wanner declared 
the Air Nitrate corporation maintain- 
ed a publicity bureau at the plant that 
cost $3,000.000 a month. 


"The only conceivable reason for a 


private enterprise advertising a gov- 
ernment-owned project," the report 
declared, 'is the expectation of coming 
into possession of property and hav- 
ing already thoroughly developed it, 
being in position to market its se- 
curities." 


Xew Tork, Feb. 3. — Frank S. 


Washburn, president of the American 
Cyananid company, in a statement is- 
sued here tonight, declared that the 
reports filed by Colonel Fred H. Wag- 
ner of the nitrate plant at Mussel 
Shoals "was evidently made one year 
ago.'

From Pneumonia 


New Tork, Feb. 8. — More deaths 


from influenza and pneumonia were 
reported to the health department to- 
day than on any day since the present 
epidemic began. Today's deaths were 
16$ from influenza compared with 94 
yesterday and 134 from pneumonia, 
an- increase of 75. Xew cases of in- 
fluenza totatled 3.639, compared with 
2.87S yesterday. There were 580 new 
cases of pneumonia, an increase of 56. 


Danger that many of the influenza 


and pneumonia patients iright suffer 
from lack of heat was removed when 
the threatened strike of 5,000 organ- 
ized stationary engineers, firemen, oil- 
ers and coal passers was called off to- 
night The men had planned to cease 
work tomorrow morning but Health 
Commissioner Copeland, who acted as 
intermediary between the employers 
and the labor bodies, brought about 
an adjustment, it was said that most 
of the demands of the men were met. 


Albany, Feb. 2.—Twenty-two cases 


of pneumonia with eight death* were 
reported to the state department of 
health yesterday.

Mur- 
fin explained to the jury that this was 
done to prevent the Democratic votes 
being cast for Henry Ford in the Re- 
publican primary. 


Helme'd "Humiliating" Storj. 


"It was 'worked,' as Mr. Murfin told 


you," said Helme. "I am making this 
statement because 1 seem to occupy a 
position apart from 
the other de- 


fendants, but the recital is a bit hu- 
miliating." 


Helme said that Samuel O'Dell, an- 


other defendant, who was state treas- 
urer in 191S, told him that if he "beat 
Ford in the Democratic primaries and 
Ford won the Republican nomination, 
all the Republicans would turn to 
him in the general election."

may -be legal, but 1 am an idealist and 
hold it to be a moral wrong," he said. 


Hayden testified to conversations in 


JJecemper. 1917. with Frederick Cody 
and Truman H. Newberry, then a lieu- 
tenant commander -n the navy. He 
said on direct examination that Cody 
tried to hire him as campaign man- 
ager for Newberry. On cross-examin- 
ation by Martin \V. Littleton, he ar- 
gued that the job w.is that of a "po- 
litical secretory." with headquarters 
in Detroit.

opened recently by the shipping board, 
but action on them has been deferred 
because of a war department protest 
against their outright sale. The mat- 
ter is understood to have been refer- 
red to President Wilson for a final de- 
cision. 


General Hines told the committee 


that 12 of the 19 liners taken over by 
the war department had been return- 
ed to the board and that the others 
would be released as rapidly as the 
new army transports now building at 
Hog island could be delivered.

OTEOO ROAD CLEAHED TO KIC1I- 


OLS PAIUI AND COLLIEUS 


ItOAD TO COLLlEltS. 


Linn Tractor When Equipped with 


Runner* at Front Docs Excellent 
Work and Sturdy Cleveland from 
Ford Snlc* ComiMtny Makes good 
Showing on Collleni Itoad. 
With the.Linn tractor mounted at 


the front upon runners and guided by 
the sturdy team of Charles E. Thomp- 
son, of South Side niul a heavy road 
machine in tow the state road from 
Oneonta-Otego was opened yesterday 
in food shape for light motor cars as 
far as the farm of Charles E. Nichols. 
Weather permitting, the town superin- 
tendent, aided by Mr. Thompson and 
others of his force, will continue on 
this road today with every indication 
that It will be opened to Otego and 
perhaps beyond. The tractor 
was 


kept in the road with tins means of 
guidance and it performed admirably, 
demonstrating that the snow can be 
cleared from the 
highways In first 


class manner 
by this 
method. Of 


course Oneonta delayed until the snow- 
was packed In the roadway, which 
rendered the task extremely difficult. 


From the Pond Lily corner to the 


farm house of H. L. Day the second 
road machine was kept in motion dur- 
ing the greater part of the day \vhile 
the contrivance was being rigged for 
guiding the tractor. 
Attached to it 


were the teams of M. G. Kcenan and 
Charles Nichols and they pulled true, 
and the drifts in that section had been 
lowered when the 
tractor 
arrhed 


shortly after 1 o'clock. The roadway 
is well packed where the snow could 
not be cut close to the macadam and 
while it Is hot deemed advisable to 
attempt to use the highway with big 
trucks ,or 'motor buses, the light cars 
will make it comparatively easy. Be- 
low the Day farm there were encoun- 
tered few drifts and the road is in 
quite good condition 
except in one 


stretch for a few rods \vhere a bit of 
shoveling will be done early today. 


All engaged on this job were confi- 


dent that snow can be controlled on 
the state roads in this section except- 
ing; in the event of a severe blizzard. 
Snow fences erected at points where 
trouble is likely to occur and \\ith 
the tractor ready as soon as any large 
snowfall occurs, it is believed that the 
roads will be kept passable for the 
entire winter. Preparation should be 
made for the task during the coming 
summer. 


Colliers Road Open. 


While this work -was in progre'ss a 


second force was at work on the Col- 
liers road. This was directed by City 
Superintendent Bull. 
His equipment 


consisted of the sturdy Cleveland trac- 
tor provided by the Oneonta 
Ford 


Sales company with Frank E. "Wells 
at the wheel and with a road machine 
attached. 
Good progress was made 


and steadily, so that late In the after- 
noon, a car came through and another 
went to Emmons later in the day. 
While the 
roadway 
is passable it 


should be taken with caution and not 
with heavier machines. The perform- 
ance of the Cleveland was very credit- 
able and evidenced that it is a great 
performer for its size-and power. It 
pushed its way through some very siz- 
able drifts and withal the day's results 
were considered 
very 
satisfactory. 


Further work will depend upon the 
snow remaining moist and the tem- 
perature keeping so that the snow 
can be moved.
